An Exhibition Of Childhood 


epen a display of relics of “Children throughout the Ages”, acclaimed as 
the most comprehensive portrayal of child life down the centuries ever pre- 
sented to the public. The event derives significance as much from the his- 
toric value of the various exhibits, as from the purpose to which the pro- 
ceeds are to be devoted. The beneficiary will be one of London’s most 
deserving charities. 

_ The, relics to be displayed lirik child life with the dim remote ages of 
the past, the oldest exhibit being a Chinese doll said to date from 600 B.C. 
From that far distance down the years, the varying fancies of children, the 


+ E2f toya which brought them pleasure, the garments they wore, the furniture 


which decked their nurseries and playrooms, all will be traceable in the 
array of exhibits from the pre-Christian éra down to the end of the reign 
of Queen Victoria. 

Queen Elizabeth's christening robe, her cap and mittens, a portrait of 
her as a baby (by Holbein), willbe on show. A shirt worn by Charles I. 
as a child of two, his boyhood’s brocade coat, will find prominent place in 
the display beside Oliver Cromwell's’ christening robe. Here then that his- 
toric enmity which ended so tragically for the monarch is: made to sym- 
bolize the transitory nature of human passions and, transformed, serves 
the charitable purposes of to-day. Napoleon, too, will be represented, not 
in a manifestation of childish desire byt rather in evidence of that other 
love which great and lowly have in common, and which ‘is, of coursé, as 
old as childhood is. The present given by the Emperor Napoleon to his 
infant son, the ‘King of Rome, has been obtained as an exhibit. 

Perambulators and cradles and such adjuncts of childhood that flour- 
ished in the seventeenth century, have been collected to augment the dis- 
play. Children’s furniture from the sixteenth to the nineteenth centuries 
‘will be shown, as well as a display of British and foreign children’s clothes, 
hats, shoes and gloves of the same period, early games, cards and jig-saw 
puzzles, playbooks and lesson. books. <A series of rooms is being arranged 
to depict child scenes of bygone days with inevitable wax figures in the 
Madame Tussaud tradition. There will be portrayed in similar fashion a 
Kate Greenaway scene, a Victorian Sunday, the. ancient nanny and the 
modern nurse. 

The British royal family, as : usual where charity is the object, is accord- 
ing wholehearted support to the exhibition. Queen Mary is contributing 
playthings of her own childhood, and toys which enthralled the young Prince 
of Wales, his brothers and sisters. Two gold rattles given by Queen Vic- 


terest will attach to an exhibit of the immature efforts of the Prince and 
his brother, the Duke of York, as artists. It is said these efforts are just 
as atrocious in result and effect as any of lesg exalted youth. 

Perhaps one of the most interesting of the relics to be exhibited, how- 
ever, has no connection whatever with the childhood of the great or the 
near-great. It is a pewter feeding bottle, believed to date back to about 
1760. It was discovered if } of & farmer who war” using It to feed | 5 
his lambs. Probably no’more fitting place could be found for this memento 
of a bygone period and a long-forgotten childhood than alongside the relics 
6f royal youth and palace playrooms. It is a striking reminder of that 
strange democracy of the very young, that constant symbol of the “great 
levellers”—childhood and death—and it is to be hoped that as such, in these 
transitional days, it will be interpreted by those privileged to patronize the 


exhibition. 


There ig a timely moral lesson, too, in the story recently told by one 
of the better known financjal journals. It happened that a shabbily dressed, 
ostensibly poor, elderly woman entered the classic portals of a large up- 
town bank in New York, and told the uniformed guard she desired to open 
an account. She was shown to the new account department where three 
officers of the bank were more intent upon the approaching lunch hour 
than upon new business, particularly business which came in such inauspi- 
cious garb. Ag it happened, lunch won, and the woman was left to the 
manager. 

_ After stating her mission, the old lady asked to see a statement of the 
bank’s financial position, much to the surprise of the manager who was 
accustomed to having the institution’s financial status taken for granted, 
particularly by small depositors. However, he presented the requésted 
statement, answered courteously some startlingly intelligent and pertinent 
questions, which satisfactorily received, brought the intimation the lady 
wished to open an account.

Began Career In Press Gallery Of 
British Parliament

In Ontario 

Toronto..The Ontario gevediioned 
moved to provide for freer sale of 
beer and wine in the province. In the 
dying moments of a dreary session 
th: government surprised the legis- 
lature into frenzied applause with 
presentation of the long-waited and 
much discussed bill. 

The measure provides: : 

1 Sale of beer and wine with 
meals in’ dining rooms in standard 
hotels and such other‘ places, which 
would include restaurants and clubs, 
aa the board may decide. 

2 Sale of beer by the glass in 
refreshment rooms in _ standard 
hotels, and in Veterans’ and labor 
union clubs. 

8. Full control will be maintained 
by the liquor control board. 

4. The board may dispense with 
the present permit system. 

5. The board may permit adver- 
lising in newspapers and by radio. 

6. The board may grant permits 
for the consumption of beer and 
wine at banquets. 


Train Wreck In Russia 


Thirty-Three Persons Are Reported 

Killed And Sixty-Eight Injured 

Moscow. — Thirty-three persons 
were killed and 68 injured in the 
wreck of two trains hear Sverdlovsk.

Russia May Join League

NATIONAL CATTLE 
MARKETING PLAN 
IS ADVOCATED 


Ottawa.—A national cattle mar- 
keting scheme wag urged before the 
Stevens committee of the House of 
Commons by a veteran rancher of 
the west, Roderick Macleay of High 
River, Alta. To save the cattle in- 
dustry he suggested lowered freight | 
rates on export shipments, encour- 
ugement ot the United Kingdom 
market and, if necessary, govern- | 
ment-imposed minimum prices for 
livestock. 

It was livestock day before the 
committee, three members of the On- 
tario legislature, J. E. Jamieson, 
Howard Fraleigh and John A. Craig, 
presenting facts and opinions gath- | 
ered in connection with operations 
of the Toronto stockyards. 

It was charged there was no com- 
petitive bidding on the stockyards | 
and that 99 per cent. of. Ontario | 
farmers would favor Dominion-oper- | 
ation of the yards. 

Drovers, they said, were afraid to 
make open charges “for fear their 
heuds will fall off.” 

Ontario farmers would favor 
changes in hog-grading regulations, 
the federal committee wag assared, 
especially so as to permit segrega- 
tion of the grades in the yard and 
open bidding. And farmers would | 


favor also restraining packing plants | 
from buying direct from producers 
and staying away from the stock- 
yards until they saw what their re- 
quirements would be. 

George H. Barr of Regina, repre- 
senting the Saskatchewan livestock 
producers, was a brief witness. He 
said exchange fluctuations were the 
bane of western exporters, suggest- 
ing stabilization by agreement of all 
Empire currencies apart from gold 
backing and other external factors. 
If Canada could not secure Empire 
co-operation, it could fall back on a 
stabiliza‘ion fund of its own, reim- 
bursing exporters for the - adverse 
rates.

TO GUARANTEE. 
FURTHER LOANS 


Ottawa.—The conditions this year 
will be such, thé government - ex+ 
pects, that it will not be necessary 
for the Dominion to guarantee any 
loan of a private company as. was 


‘the case with the Canadian Pacific 


railway last year. Hon. Wesley oGr- 
don, minister of labor made this 
clear in the House of Commons. 

Accordingly the part of the clause 
in the relief act of 1983 which gave 
the government authority to make 
such guarantees will be dropped in 
the relief act of 1934. 

The relief act passed: each year 
gives authority to the Dominion to 
join with the provinces in relieving 
unemployment and should not be 
confused with the forthcoming fed- 
eral works program, which will be 
entirely a Dominion undertaking 
and will be brought into the house 
as separate legislation. 

During the dis¢ussion opposition 
members pressed the minister to 
substantiate or deny published re- 
ports that the federal works scheme 
would run to $51,000,000. The mini- 
ster, however, was non-committal as 
to the amount the government pro- 
posed to spend. 

The resolution wag carried and the 
bill based on it given first reading. 

A conference will be held with the 
provinces as to the spending of the 
money under the relief act after it 
has been passed, the minister exe 
plained. 

The. Dominion. government had 
paid out for direct relief up to 
March 10 about $13,000,000, Mr. Gor- 
don stated. 

With accounts yet to come in he 
estimated the total payment for the 
fiscal year covered by the relief act 
of 1933 would be somewhat below 


the limit included in that act of $20,-_ 


000,000.

Ottawa. -- Establishment of a 
permament commission of _ three 
members to be known as the “Cana- 
dian livestock production and mar- 
keting commission” was proposed 
before the Stevens’ mass buying and 
price spreads committee of the house 
of commons. The commission would 
be for the purpose of improving and 
stabilizing the livestock industry. 

Setting up of this body was ad- 
vocated by I. Ingaldson, manager of 
the Canadian Livestock Co-operative 
(Western), Limited, and secretary- 
treasurer of the Manitoba Co-opera- 
tive Livestock Producers, Limited. 

Convening by the government 
within tae next two months of a 
“Canadian livestock conference” was 
another proposal thrown out by Mr. 
Ingaldson. This conference would 
meet every year. It would consist 
of one representative of the live- 
stock producers’ organization or 
organizations by each province, and 
two representatives of each of the 
following: 

The Industrial and Development 
Council of Canada Meat Packers, the 
Railway Companies’ Joint Council, 
Merchants’ Association 
and the Consumers’ Association of 
The conference would con- 
fer with and make recommendations 
to the suggested permanent commis- 
sion on matters appertaining to the 
livestock industry. 

The services of one or more ex- 
perts to act in an advisory capacity 
to the proposed permanent commis- 
sion and to the Canadian livestock 
conference should be procured, the

If an enemy were threatening 
vur homes, endangering the lives or liberty of our loved 
ones or neighbors, all true men must respond, but to do 
so only to add power to money kings in order that they 
may turther oppress those less fortunate, what is to be 
gained by sacrifice of that nature? 

While the munitions of war are a means of private 
gain there will always be those who will endeavor to in- 
cuce the nations to engage in war in order that there 
imay be added business for their firms. If the manufa:- 
ture of arms and munitions of war was made a govern- 
ment affair so that no individual profit would accrue 
there would be much less inducement for nations to en- 
gage in war. As we stated above, you and [| are a part

Now anemia is a disease peculiar 
to the blood—Lack of blood in a 
living body. I was acquainted wita 
Lady who was stricken» with — tie 
seagse of Anemia, which became 
pernicious and it was not long until 
the disease claimed its victim. When 

the blood is gorie the life is gone. 
* Now pernicious Anemia unless cured 

and blood restored, means sure 
death. 

Many people today are trying to 
remove the Doctrine of the blood of 
the Atonement. Liitle do these 
people realize, that, in the removing 
of the blood out of their Cnristianity 
it becomes pernicious, and unless the 
blood, is restored, will resuii in 
death. 

You may ask, does God demand 
the shedding of blood for the Atone- 
ment for the soul? We will let tie 
Scriptures answer this question for 
us ‘in Levitieus 17:11. “For the life 
of the flesh is in the blood: and I 
have given it to you upon the altar 
to make an atonement for your 
souls: for it is the blood fhat maketh 
an atonement for the soul.”

MAN’S WAY AND GOD’s WAY 

Let us turn to Gen. 4:4, “And Abel 
he also brought of the firstlings of 
his flock and of the fat theieo’. Ani 
the Lord had 1e pect unto Ale! and 
to his offering; but unto Cain and 
hio offering he had not respect.” 

Now here are two boys who were 
born and brougat up outside of kden 
They were children of the same 
parents, and brought up under pr-- 
cisely similar circumstances and un- 
der the same influences, and there i> 
no account of any difference between 
these two boys until they go to oiter 
Sacrifice. Abel bringy the blood 
and is accepted; Cain comes in his 
own way, and is rejected. Undoutt- 
edly, when our first parents fe.l, God 
marked out the way by which man 
might come to Him; Abel walked in 
God’s way, but Cain in his own. You 
may have wondered why Cain’s ot- 
fering was not just as acceptable ‘> 
God is Abel’s; but one took God’s 
way and the other took his own. 
Perhaps Cain said he could not bear 
and took that 
which God had cursed, and laid it on 
the altar. Perhaps he said to him- 
self: 

“T shall certainly not bring = 
bleeding lamb. I don’t like that 
doctrine at all. Here is the grain 
and the beautiful fruit which I have 
raised by my industry, and ¥m gure 
it looks better than blood.” 

And there are a great many Caiu- 
ites in the Church today. They are 
trying to get into heaven their own 
deeds to God. They prefer what is 
agreeable to the eye, as Cain did his 
beautiful corn and fruit; but they do 
not like the doctrine of the Blood of 
the Atonement. 

From the time Adam left Eden 
there have been Abelites and Cain. 
ites. The Abelites come by the way 
of the blood—The Cainites come in 3 
way of their own. They wish to get 
rid of the doctrine of the blood. . 
This was the compromise Satan want 


. the world that He 


King of Egypt, who suggerted to 
Moses a religion without Blood. 
Thank God Moses did not accept the 
compromise. “Christ died for our 
Sins”—that is the Gospel that Paal 
preached, and Peter preached, an‘ 
that God hav always honoted in the 
salvation of the Soul’s of men. With- 
out shedding of Blood is no remis- 
sion,” 

Turn to Genesis 22:18. “Ana 
Abraham lifted up his eyes, and 
looked, and behold, behind him a 
ram caught in a thicket by his hortis 
And Abraham went and took the ram 
and offered him up for a Lurnt of- 
fering in the stead of his son.” 

God loved Abraham so much that 
He spared his son, but He so loved 
did not spare 
His own Son, but deliverei Him up 
for us all. Now we are told ‘that 
Abraham saw Christ’s day and was 
glad. I do not know when he saw 
it, but I have an idea that it” was 
from this place that God crew bacx 
the curtain of time and showed him 
Christ as the bearer of Sin. Just 
look at that scene. There is an altar, 
built at the Command of Jehovah. 
God had told him to take his sox, 
his only son whom he loved, and bind 
and slay him. He has bound the boy. 
Everything is ready, and now he 
takey the knife to slay his son. He 
does not know what it means, but 
God said: it, and he obeys. I wish 
we had men like Abraham now-a- 
days, willing to obey God. in the 
dark, not asking the reason why. “I 
can see him put his.arms round -his 
béy as he takes him to his bosom 
and weeps over him. I can hear him 
telling him the secret he had hidden 
from him so long. What a scene! 
What a struggle it must have been! 
Now he is ready to plunge the knife 
into the heart of his son. But hark! 
there comes a voice from heaven: 
“Abraham, Abraham! Spare thy 
son.” Ah! there was no voice at 
Calvary, no cry from heaven then, 
“Spare thy son.” He gave h'm up 
freely for us all, the Innocent for the 
guilty, the Just for the unjust.” 

THE SPRINKLED BLOOD 

Turn to Exodus Chapter 12 — One 
of the most important ohapters in 
the old Testament, where God puts 
the whole nation of Israel behind 
Blood. At the 18th verse we read, 
“And the blood shall be to you for 
a token upon the houses where you 
are and when I see the Blood I will 
pass over you, and the plague shall 
not be upon you to destroy you.” 

God did not say, “When I see you: 
good deeds — how you have prayed, 
and wept, and groaned, I will pass 
over you.” but, WHEN I SEE THE 
BLOOD.” It was not their good re- 
solutions, their tears, their prayers, 
theirworks, that saved those men in 
Egypt; It was the BLOOD. What 
were they to do to be iaved? They 
were to put the BLOOD on the door 
posts and lintel. 

There is a legend that on the night 
of the Exodus a young Jewish maid- 
en—the first born of the family— 
was so troub'ed on her sick-bed tna: 


ldo leep. “Father” she an 
xiously inquired, ‘Are you sure that 
the blood is there?” He replied that 
he had ordered it to be sprinkled on 
the lintel. The restless girl would 


not be satisfied until her father had 
taken her up and carried her to the 
door to see for herself; and lo! the 
Blood is not there! the Order had 
been neglected, and before midnight 
the father makes haste to put on his 
door the sacred token of protection. 

The legend may be false; but it 
teaches a very weighty and solemn

may be near eternity and is not yet 
Sheltered under the Atoning Blood of 
Jesus Christ, 

_ They were not to put the Blood on 
the threshold. God would not have 
them trample upon the Blood. But 
that is what the world is doing to. 
day. 

Men say. it is not the death of 
Christ: it is His life. But God did 
not say, “Take a white, spotless: lamb 
and put it there at the front of the 
door, and when I see the lamb I will 
pass over you. Had an Israelite 
done that, the angel of death would 
have passed by the lamb, would have 
entered the house, would have laid 
his cold hand on the eldest born. A 
live lamb could not have kept death 
out that night; he would have fallen 
a victim like the Egyptian. 

“For where a Testament is, there 
must also of necessity be the death 
of the testator. For a testament 1s 
of force after men are dead; other- 
wise it is no strength at all while 
the testator liveth.” (Heb. 9:16 t 17) 

Some people may scoff, and laugh 
and cay that the doctrine of the 
Blood of the Atonement is foolish- 
ness. But I beg of you, do not let 
the world move you on this point. 
Let it go on mocking, and laughing, 
and making light of the precious 
Blood of the Son of God. It is our 
only refuge, our only hope, we can- 
not cover sin by any good deeds of 
our own. 

“Without shedding of Blood is no 
remission.” 

Look at the beginning of Jesus’ 
ministry, when He went down to be 
baptized of John in the Jordan. 
When he made His appearance wnat 
did John say? ‘Behold the Lamb of 
God, which taketh away the sin of 
the world.” 

What did Christ teach Nicodemus? 
“As Moses lifted up the serpent ri 
the wilderness, even so must the Son 
of Man be lifted up: that whosoever 
believeth in Him should not Perish, 
but ‘have eternal life. For God so 
loved the world that He gave His 
only begotten Son, (as a sacrfice for 
sin) that whosoever believeth {1 Him 
should not perish, but have everla.* 
ing life.” He never spoke, I believe, 
of His death but once when He dia 
say He would rise again. These are 
the two fundamental truths of the 
Gospel. (Cor. 15:1 - 

A year before He was crucified, 
He said to His disciples, “The Son of 
Man is delivered into the hands of 
men, and they shall kill Him. (Mark 
9:32). As we read these and kindred 
passages it doesn’t look as if He 
died as a martyr, as if he didn't 
come into the world expect!ng to die 
for a special purpose. Note, too, the 
account of the transfiguration. Luke 
says they spoke of “His decease 
which He should accomplish at Jer- 
usalem.” 

Now I want to repudiate the state- 
ment that He died as a martyr. 
People say He laid down certain 
principles that finally took Him to 
the Cross; that the Cross was an a-- 
cident, He couldn’t help it, and He 
died as a martyr to His principles. 


Not a word of truth in it! Christ 
never died as a martyr, and_ the 
Bible doesn't say it anywhere. He 


laid His life down voluntarily. “1 
lay down my life that I might take 
it. again. No man taketh it from 
me, but I lay it down of Myself.” 
(John 10:17 - 18) The Law had no 
claim on Him. He was a_ lamb 
without spot or without blemish, and 
He died as our substitue Voluntarily. 
That is the teaching of Jesus Christ.

‘Three Men Can Lift Perfectly 
Balanced Bridge Span 

There is another example of the 
excellence of British bridge building 
in Middlesbrough, in the north of 
England. This is a link in the new 
road between Yorkshire and Dur- 
ham. It crosses the river Tees and 
has to allow large ships to pass up 
to Stockton. So the bridge span has 
to be 120 feet above the water level 
when fully raised. It is the lifting 
of this span that proves the work- 
manship, for it weighs 2,600 tons. 
At a test the balance proved so per- 
fect that three men working by 
hand-power on ordinary hand-pulleys 
lifted this centre span to the top of 
the towers easily. Of course, 
process of raising the span is to be 
achieved by electrical machinery, the 
manual labor is only an emergency 
measure, as a motor engine also can 
lift the 2,600 tons of steel.

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Life Restored To Dead Dogs 


Experiments Made At The University 
Of California Institute 

Two dogs pronounced dead were 
“brought back to life” for four and 
five hours, respectively, in experi- 
ments at the University of California 
institute of experimental biology. 

One of the animals was first pro- 
nounced dead, from nitrogen gas ad- 


ministered by the scientists, at 12:34 


p.m. Dr. John E. Cornish injected a 
solution containing oxygen, adrenelin 
and heparin and teetered the dog on 
a board to restore circulation. 

At 12:43 the scientists noted the 
heart began beating. At 1 p.m. re- 
flexes returned. At 1:06 the dog 
moved an eye. At 4 p.m. its pulse 
and respiration approached normal. 
At 6 p.m. it died. 

Another dog lasted only four hours 
after it had been resuscitated.
